The cup will ho competed for 
by teams of six, and will go to the team 
making the hiuhest aggregate at 600 and 
000 yards in the competitions included 
in the iirand aggregate. 



TARTE IS TOO MUCH. 

French Liberals Sign a Round Robin Agi-xinst 
His Misrule— His Tlirent in 
Response. 

Mo.vTRKAL, July 22. — It is stated here 
that Mr. J. A. Madore, M. P. for Hoch- 
eld.ga, has sent in his resignation as a 

member of the House of Commons. 
The story goes that Mr. Madore, who is 
a violent kicker against Mr. Tarte and 
the management of the party's afhtira in 
this district, bad at Ornt decided to i)lace 
bis resignation in the hands of the 
Speaker, but that he was advised to for- 
ward it to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, which he 
did. It now appears that the Hon. C. 
A. Gcoflrion took with him to I';ii';laiid 
not only Mr. Madore's resignation, as a 
protest against Mr. Tarte's misrule, but 
a " round robin," signed by a dozen or 
more of Sir Wilfrid's supporters. Mr. 
Tarte says that he does not care a snap 
of his linger for the whole crowd of holl- 
ers, and if he falls that the crowd at Ot- 
tawa will go with hiui.

peoiilo. Colonization, Sir Wilfrid t-aid, 
presented great ditlicultiea to France be- 
cause the country has no surplus popula- 
tion. 



COL. CROCKER'S MILLIONS. 

All of the Estate Bequeatlied Absolutely to 
His Tiiree Children. 

■A.\ I'lt.vNcr.^co, July 2-. — The will of 
tho late Charles i'. Crocker was ojiened 
and read in the presence of the three 
children of the deceased al tlu! L'planda, 
San Mateo county, to-day by Attorney 
Morrison. Later other rehitivea of the 
dead inilliouaire were called in and the 
documents also read to them. The law- 
yers returned to this city this afternoon, 
and at 4 o'clock filed the will for probate 
with the county clerk. 

All of the estate, valued at from .$7,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000, is bequeathed to 
his three children absolutely. Mrs. 
Adeline M. Easton, grandmother of the 
children, is named as guardian of their 
persons and estates. Col. Crocker gave 
to his brothers and sisters their choice 
of his works of art. No betnieets are 
made to public, charitable or educational 
institutions. The executors are JL P. 
Scott and Charles E. (freen. The will 
is dated September 24, 181M. 

At a meeting of tho directors of the 
Southern I'acitic company to-day reso- 
lutions of respect for the late Col. 0. P. 
Crocker were adopted, but the matter of 
the selection of his succetsor was not 
discussed. 



LOOKING FOR TROUBLE. 

£xc(tement at Fever Heat at the Pittsburg 
BUnesr- Virginia Striken . > . , 
Fired". On. 

PiTTBBijRo, July 22.-r-?xcitemont waa 
at fever heat in local mining circles to- 
day. The operators were apparently pre- 
pared for any demonstration, and before 
nightfall they werej convinced that mat- 
tars had taken a aorioua turn. Early in 
the morning about 500 miners from the 
Finleyville district inarched on the Bu- 
nola mines on the river and succeeded in 
bringing out the men at work. 

Sherill'Lowrey, of this county, has a 
force of deputies ready for duty at a mo- 
ment's notice, and trouble is looked for 
atany time. The deputies are in readi- 
ness to go to the mines of the New York 
& Cleveland Gas Coal Company. A 
march on the Turtle creek, Flam creek 
and Sandy creek minea ia expected at 
any time. 

AtOanonabnrg It was reported^hat 
1,000 men would march to the Cbok' 
mines to-night and stay until the dig- 
gers came out. Shorifl' Clark, of Wash- 
ington county, is on hand with a large 
number of deputies, and. trouble, is, ex- 
pected if the strikers attempt to force the 
men to ([uit work. 

The new state law, to compel oper- 
ators to weigh the coal before it is 
screened, and to pay tho miners on its 
basis, is to be tested to its fullest extent, 
and the whole uniformity agreement 
hinges on this test. A member of the 
arbitration committee said to-nicht that 
the new anti-screening law would cut a 
figure in the new agreement, and the 
aw would be thoroughly tested before it 
is incorporated in the agreement. 

FAiitMO.NT, IV. Va., July 22.— An army 
of deputy sherifls now guard the Hite 
mine at King-3, three miles above here, 
in the Tygarts river valley. The sheriff 
waa called- there tbia afternoon, as the 
operatora feared an ontbreak, bat no ar- 
rests were made. Early^'thia morning 
the drivers at the niinie' joined the atrik- 
ers. The operators secured new drivers 
in an hour, and at noon over half of the 
miners came out. Tlien the second lot 
of drivers threw up their positions and 
some of the men were forced to leave 
their work. 

Ralph Hite soon had his Winchester 
rifle in hand, and three shots quickly 
checked the enthusiasm of all the strik- 
ers but one, who made for Hite with a 
pick, but ho was driven off at. the point 
of a revolver. The operators, however, 
feared another outbreak, and called on 
the county officials for aid. 

To-night organizers are there, and 
they say all the men will join the strik-

Action on the Plan to Make Chicago Ac- 
cessible from the Sea. 

Wasui.s'citon, J uly 22. — It is expected

A hair"raiser. 

Results of the Use of Kerosene as a 
Stimulant. 

LoKnoN, July 22. — ^The use of keroaene 
as a stimulant f6r the hair ia becoming 

common in Europe, and already several 
persons have lost their lives or been 
frightfully disfigured by not exercising 
proper care when near a fire. The latest 
victim ia Mrs. Samnelson, a daughter-in- 
law of SirBernhard Bamuelaon, a well- 
known engineer, who waa burned to 
death in a hair-dreeser's shop on Con- 
duit street. A man named Klopf, an 
operator in the shop, testified at the 
coroner's in(]uest that after he had need 
the oil on tho head of Mrs. Samnelson, 
he was twisting her hair to dry it. Sud- 
denly there was a llaah, and he and Mrs. 
.Samnelson werewrapjicd in (lames. He 
tieclared that the lire must have been of 
apontaiii'ouH origin, as there was no gas 
or other II inio in tho room. The weatlier 
was very hut, and the sun was Bhining 
into the room through a skylight. 

LEAVING THESSALY. 

The Evacuation by Turkish Troops at Last 
in Progress. 

A riiK.N's, July 22.r— The European mili- 
tary authoritiea have ordered the sur- 
render of the Volo-Larissa railway to 
the Greek railway ofhciala within eight 
d ay s. It ia Stated that the evacuation of 
L'heaaaly baa commenced. Eight regi- 
ments of Turkish troops from Domokos 
passed through Thessaly to-day en route 
for ElasBona. Several ofiicors have 
started for Salonica. Edhem Pasha is 
expected to arrive in Volo shortly to 
superintend the evacuation.

The good news came from Ottawa last 
evening that the government have de- 
termined, to takeithe necessary : atepa to 
secure the payment of cnstoma diity on 
all goods taken into the Yukon and 
Klondyke districts from abroad. The 
intimation was contained in a despatch 
to Collector Milne, upon which ho will 
proceed at once to despatch men to the 
several atationp it haa been decided to es- 
tablish. These will be on both the Ohil- 
koot and White Pass routes, at Lake Ta- 
gish and Bennett Lakes, and' at such 
other points as the circumstances of the 
traffic make it necessary to haveotficers. 

Good news of tho bonding agreement 
arranged with the United States govern- 
ment at Washington came in the same 
despatch. Under this there will it is ex- 
pected be no difHculty whatever in ship- 
jiing Canadian goods in bond over United 
States territory which may liave to be 
crossed on routes to the Klondyke. 

All the supplies for the thousands in 
and goinir into the Yukon country must 
be sent in by the across-country rente 
for the present, as no steamers are yet 
available for the navigation of the 
Yukon, and the Commercial company 
religiously refuses to handle anything 
save light personal baggage. The rate 
for passage from Dawson City to San 
Frazicisco is now ifUSO— includine meals 
and statejoom— or ^150 for the north- 
bound voyage between the same places. 
This cost can be reduced by those who 
care to go in by the rougher and harder 
route over the pass, and they at the 
same time keep in company with their 
supplies. The feeling of the Americana 
in the gold country is stated by' the'cor- 
respondentof the San Francisco Oall at 
the Bcehe of action. In this repreaenta- ' 
tive San Francisco paper of the 19th 
inat., he says; 

" I'jven Americans are clad that the 
new diggings are in Jiritish territory, 
owing to the vast diderence in govern- 
mental methods. Most of the mining and 
population has been on the AmeVican. 
side until this year, and the region IwB 
never been able to get tho slightest ,fit- 
tentiou or care from the federal govern- 
ment. There has been no mail service, 
no court, no constable, no marshal, no 
shadow of authority save and except a 
deputy revennecoUector— and waila have 
been long and strong. . A mail contract 
has just been signed, however. 

" When the miners rushed to the 
Klondyke they found an efficient force 
of twenty-five police there, and a govern- 
mental care of law, order, private rights 
and the uoc J of the mining industry so 
zealously and liberally fostered by all 
the British colonies. Some of the Amer- 
icans do not like the collection of duties 
for the benefit of the Canadian treasury, 
and now and then one kicks at tho Can- 
adian law of location which allows a 
length of 500 feet to a pla-;orclaim, while 
the American law allows about l,;i00 feet. 
But most of the miners agree' that this 
limitation is best for the community. 
As five or six men cannot locate a whole 
creek bed there are more claims to go 
round, and the development is much 
more rapid." 



LONDON SENDING EXPERTS. 

Canadian High CommisBloner Besieged 
With Inquiries, and Only the Cost 
Prevents a Knsh. 

London, July 22.— Sir Donald A. 
Smith, the' Canadian High Commiaaion- 
er in London, has been besieged for sev- 
eral days past by in(|uirera who desire 
to obtain infonnalion alioiit to Klon- 
dyke. Several of the apiilicaiits for in- 
formation are young men without 
iitoney, who are employed on farms and 
in factories. Wouid-be immiirrants of 
this class are urged to stay at home, but 
hardened men with a capital of CtOO or 
more are encourged to leave for the gold 
fields. Several Boli<l fjondon capitalists 
are interesting themsejves in the mining 
territory and are making investigations 
with a view of organizing mining com- 
panies. Experts have been despatched 
to inspect the region. Sir Donald Smith 
has iasued a pamphlet containing much 
information concerning tho new gold 
fields. 

liBiiardinir the sngL'eated e.vclusion of 
Americans from the Yukon regions, olli- 
cials here say that tliere is nothing in 
the treaties between Great iiritain anil 
the United States to prevent aiioli action 
on the part of the British government, 
but that, as a matter o[ policy, it is un- 
likely that the step will be taken. Ttie 
various Bteaiii9hip companies report that 
few peraons have left Englaiid for the

The Times publiBties ii lonv; letter 
from Mr, Hurry De Windt, tlie news- 
paper correeiiondent who some time 
since undertook to travel by land from 
Isew York to Paris, deacribiog the dan- 
gers and difficaltie'a in the way of 
reaobiog the Vukon stold fields.

TWO THOOJSAND CLAIMS. 

Mr. Ogilvle Has Sarveyed That Mnmber on 

Bonatiza and Eldorado Creeks. 

Ottawa, July 21.— At last a letter bas, 
been received from Surveyor Ogilvie,; 
who has spent the winter in the Yukon 
country. It ie dated June 7, and made 
the quickest passage of any letter yet 
sent out from that country, arriving 
July 20. It reads as follows, being ad- 
dressed to the surveyor-general from. 
Yukon river, near White river, June 7, 
1897 : 

" As an opportunity presents itself to 
send yon a few lines, 'I take advantaj^o of 
a friendly log; on the bunk, with iny 
camera box for a desk, to write the fol- 
lowing short account of my doings since 
I last wrote you (January 30.) I had 
made a survey of all the lands applied 
for at or near Dawson. I surveyed near- 
ly 2,000 claims on the Bonanza and El- 
dorado creeks, and got nearly all, if not 
all, the disputes on those creeks — and 
they were many — settled ((uickly and 
without trouble, and, as was most im- 
portant, educated the miners pretty well 
in the requirements of the mmini; laws. 
I am now on my way to Felly to make a 
survey of the lands applied for there, 
when I will go out via St. Michael's and 
San Francisco."

Many Frominent Citizens in an Expedition 
Comine West Next Week, 

New YoHK.July 22.— The World says: 
The lirst expedition from this city for 
the Yukon gold fields will leave early 
next week. All the details have been 
arranged at the olDce of former Judge 
George M. Curtis. The i)arty is to com- 
prise V/illiam H. Edwards, a young 
lawyer in Mr. Curtis' office, a son of 
Billy Edwards, of the Hoffman house; 
.Tohn VV. Edwards, a Brooklyn druggist; 
Dr, J. W. Brostin, of Brooklyn, and 
Charles Edelman, a civil and mining en- 
gineer, of this city. In addition to 
scientific and gastronomical supplies 
furnished pro rata,' each man Avill put 
$Ij200 into a common fund. (Every de- 
tail has been carefully arranged, and all 
that remains to do is to engage passage 
on the Pacific Coast steamship Queen, 
which will sail from .Seattle August 7. 
This will be attended to by Judge Curtis, 
who is in San Francisco on legal busi- 
ness. The party will leave the Queen at 
J uneau, transfer to Dyea, and go over- 
land to the Ivlondyke. One member of 
the party said : 

" There ia one tliinc; in favor of the 
■^I'ukon district, and that is the abund- 
ant supply of fresh fisti. We will have 
plenty of lishing tackle, and every article 
necessary to establish a comfortable 
home. The doctor will look after our 
physical welfare. Dr. Clark, too, is a 
pharmacist, and can compound doctors' 
prescriptions. We will have the best 
equipment experience can suggest. We 
shall be well supplied with weapons to 
use in self-defence, if necessary." 

Dr. Edwards, who has visited Alaska, 
has prepared a list of meats, saccharine 
and farinaceous food products, together 
with fresh and dried fruits and pickles. 
To this will be added tea, cotlee, choco- 
late, spices, etc., and the supply is based 
on a total of seventy ounces of food for 
each man daily. 

"This amount," said Dr. ]'"dwarde, 
" may be reasonably assumed as the 
quantity necessary to the maintenance 
of man's perfect health in a latitude 
such as the Yukon. We intend to take 
along a good supply of spirituous 
iiiiuors, as they will be of great value 
to us." 

Each of the party is in excellent spirits 
and IS confident of success.

POIITLAND PROFITING. 

iLarge Steamer Half Filled in One Day and 
Mills and Stores Busy With 
Supplies. 

Portland, July L'2. — The announce- 
ment to-day that the George W. Elder 
would sail from this port July 80 direct 
for Alaska, caused a rush to the office 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany, and before the office closed 
one-half of the accommodations had 
been sold and a large amount 
of freight space disposed of. The 
Elder can carry 200 cabin passengers and 
about 800 steerage, while her freight 
carrying cajiacity ia 1,100 tons. Of these 
berths 100 cabins are allotte<l to Port- 
land for sale, and one-half the number of 
steerage. The balance are reserved for 
sale in San Francisco. 

Orders for miners' eupplies have been 
coming into this city by the hundred 
during the past few days. A wholesale 
dry goods house of this city has had a 
forue ofiieventy-fivemen and twenty-five 
girls at work night and day for five 
days on rush orders. A bag. com- 
pany is also hard at work on an order 
for 1,000 canvas bags, to be made es- 
pecially for the carrying of provisions 
and clothing. They are also shipping a 
large number of tenta. The woolen mills 
at Salem, Oregon City and Albany, have 
all increased iheir forces the demand for 
heavy woolen goods. 



SPOKANE CHIPS IN.

See Another Good Thing. 

Spokane, July 23. — The Klondyke 
'fever has struck this city, and to-night 
the new mining district is almost the 
sole topic of conversation. Local mining 
men placed no credit in the reports when 
they first came, but as time passed and 
letters were received here and news from 
other cities came confirming the fabulous 
reports, they began to get interested. 

To-day Patrick Clark, J. A. Finch and 
a niHiiber of other wealthy mining men 
organized a syndicate and decided to 
send a party of eight or ten men to that 
camp this month.

THE YICTOEIA POWER CO. 

Waters of Shawnigan Lake to Supply the 
Motive Power to Ran the City 

, Street Cars. ;i 

Acting for aiparty of English capital- 
ists, Messrs. \rcPhillip8, Wootton & Bar- 
nard this week registered under the pro- 
visions of the Companies Act, 1897, the 
Victoria Power Company, Limited. The 
capital of the company is set at $75,000, 
and it is the intention of the corporation 
to take water from Shawnigan lake and 
by means of a Hume convey it 
to Mill Bay, on Saanich Arm, 
where it will be used to run turbines for 
the generation of electricity. Surveys 
have already been made, and as there is 
a fall of about 400 feet there will be 
ample power to develop any quantity of 
electricity. In addition to the acqui- 
sition of water-power rights for the pur- 
pose stated above the company ia given 
permission to construct and operate elec- 
tric or cable tramways and to supply 
compre^ed air, " Constructing, equip- 
ping and operating and maintaining 
telegraph and telephone systems and 
lines " is also a clause in the certificate 
of incorporation. 

It is understood that it is the inten- 
tion of the comp.an^ acquiring these 
rights to supply motive power for the 
city street railway and to various local 
eBtabliahmentB now using electricity. 
As all prelinainaries have been com- 
pleted, it is proposed to commence 
constraction on the site for the power- 
iiouse, and on the flume to convey the 
waters of the lake to the coast on Saan- 
ich Armiilmoat immediately.

WABNIN6S TO GOLD SEEKERS. 

That They Hay Not K«sb NMthward With- 
out ProviEiions for the Winter. 

San Francisco, July 22. — The Alaska 
Commercial Company's steamer liertha 
arrived from Unalaska bay, with ."jOO tons 
of concentrates from the Apollo iiiinc, at 
liuga, and a bar of bullion from the 
same source. She brought no gold from 
the Klondyke. Capt. Hays, speaking of 
the Klondyke, said :

It rose quickly and in less 
than ten minutes the water came up to 
the Becon<! stories of all the dwellings in 
the llood(;(l district and was still rising, 
le is a certainty at 1 1 o'clock that none 
(i( the ]ieople escaped from the houses. 
The whole district was covered with 
darkness. 

Firemen, police and others were quick- 
ly out, but were powerleesto rescue any- 
body , as not a boat of any kind was to 
be had in that j)ortion of tlio city. The 
criea of tlio people in the houses were 
heartrending to those who stood at the 
water's edge and were forced to retreat 
on account of the gradually rising water. 
Cries for helji were hearil continually, 
but the crowd on the shore could do 
nothing in the way of giving it. 

It was midnight before boats reached 
the scsne of the floods. The boats were 
manned by firemen, whocould not make 
much progress on account of the swift 
and daiitieroiis current. 

Nine families were taken out of the 
S3cim(l story windows within a half 
hour, and many jieople were picked up 
clinuing to debris. Nothing definite will 
bo known as to the loss of life until to- 
morrow morning. 

At midnight the water commenced to 
recede rapidly, iind the creek will likely 
be back to its natural coane by morniog.'

The disappointed ones came back to 
town, and will, if they are prudent, book 
by the Islander to-iiay to avoid tlie pos- 
sibility of rei)eating their unpleasant ex- 
perience. Those who did not get away 
included the Manitoba party that arrived 
at the Dominion hotel several days ago. 
Their disgust ia in a measure compen- 
sated for by the fact that a new arrival 
at that popular house is able to give 
them the latest and most complete re- 
ports from the scene of their futuie 
labors and adventures.

That this incomparable region Bliould 
be without representation in the Dom- 
inion cabinet is wrong, not on political 
grounds, for we do not care a straw 
about the matter from that point of 
view, but because the great and diverse 
interests of this Province and the whole 
of Oanad^ in this Province require that 
some member of the ministry should bo 
in a positioa to deal understandingly 
with them. 



OFFICERS APPOINTED. 

It is with great satisfaction that we 
are able to record the fact that Collector 

Milne liua been authorized to send Cus- 
tom-house oilicLTB to tlie White Pass and 
Chilkoot I'aas. Hereafter there will ho 
sin end to the wholesale entry of goods 
from the United States into the Cana- 
dian Yukon without paying duty, and 
British Columbia will secure its share of 
the trade. 

There ia very little doubt that arrange- 
ments will bo made for the free transit 
of Canadian goods across the strip of 
coast over which the United States ex- 
ercises jurisdiction pending the final set- 
tlement of the boundary between Can- 
ada and Alaska. In exchange for any 
privilege the United States government 
can extend to Canadian goods, the Can- 
adian government can grant similar 
privileges to United Slates goods going 
in by way of the passes to Alaska. If 
this arrangement cannot be made, the 
government will undoubtedly next year 
close the passes to imports, declare Lake 
Tealin the port of entry for the Yukon 
and thus force all the business over the 
Stickeen route. We feel confident, how- 
ever, that there will be no need of resort- 
ing to this expedient. 

REPRESENTA TION 

IN THE cm I NET. 

It has been brought home to the peo- 
ple of Victoria in i.he strongest possible 
way how unfortunate it is that this Pro- 
vince has no representation in the Do- 
minion Cabinet. If there was a minister 
at Ottawa from this Province, there 
would have been none of the abominable 
delay that has characterized the action of 
the government in regard to the appoint- 
ment of Customs House officers on the 
Yukon passes. The trouble seems to be 
that no one at Ottawa has anything but 
the vaguest conception of this Coast out- 
Bide of a coiupiiratively small section. 
Hon. Tarte betrayed hia ignorance by 
saying that he had diacovered IJritisli 
Columbia, which expression was really 
intended by him to convey the idea that 
before he came here he knew practisally 
nothing about the country. Hon. Sir 
Uouis D.ivis lias spent a short 
time with us, Init like hia colleague, only 
saw vecy little of the Northwest. Hon. 
Mr. Blair did a little better. He went 
into the mining country, and we think 
it can bo justly said that he understands 
the situation, from a railway standpoint, 
of that part of the Province between the 
Canadian Pacific and the International 
Boundary. But admitting that these 
gentlemen have learned all that could 
bo expected of the comparatively email 
areas to which their attention has been 
directed, their knowledge of this great 
Northwest and its requirements must 
fall very far short of the information of 
which the Cabiiictought to be possessed, 
and which no one, not a resident of 
British Columbia, can give.

THE ADMINISrHATION 

OF THE YUKON. 

It will be practically impossible to ad- 
miuater the Yukon from Kegina, the 
capital of the Territories. To establish a 
governmental headciuartera with courts 
on the Yukon itself will bo a matter of 
extreme dilliculty. We auggeat, as a 
temporary arrangement, that the Do- 
minion goverument should by prccluma- 
tion, if it has the power to do so, declare 
that the laws of British Columbia and 
the courts of this province shall apply to 
and have jurisdiction in the Yukon. Our 
provincial judicial system haa been 
irauied with a view to the neceasiliea of 
a country of magnificent distances, and 
we believe would be found wholly satis- 
factory if applied to the territory in 
question. It is not very likely that the 
additional lalior which would be thrown 
upon our courts would for some years 
yet be very great. Any additional ex- 
pense would be borne, of course, by the 
Dominion government. 

In throwing out this suggestion we are 
simply desirous of directing attention to 
a matter that calls for immediate atten- 
tion, and indicating a manner in which 
it may be handled with a minimum of 
expense and a maximum of convenience 
to all concerned. lu doing so it may be 
well to mention that the horde of adven 
turers, on their way now or certain to 
go Xorth in the spring, is made up of 
men, in many cases, from communities 
where British ideas in respect to life and 
property are not acted upon as closely as 
we are accustomed to in Cimada. There 
ia likely to be the need of the strong arm 
of British law. The subject ia one about 
which there ought to bo no delay that 
can possibly be avoided.

AVILL HE EVER RETURN. 

Explorer Greely Thinks That Andrea's 
Chances for Doing So Are Slim, 

Wasiiingtcjn, .July 22.— In reply to a 
telegraphic request, A. W. Greely, the 
Arctic explorar, has sent th« Associated 
Press from Linden, Va., the following 
statement regarding the Andree cxjiedi- 
tion : 

•' It is possible that Prof. Andree may 
have reached the North pole or its viciii- 
ily. Telegraphic reports, BO far as 1 
have seen, state that he started with a 
south wind of twenty-two miles an hour. 
The chances of such a wind blowing liOO 
miles straight to the North pole are, 
however, very small, aa it would be an 
extraordinary meteorological phenome- 
non. My opinion on Andree's projected 
e.'ipedilion and his probAble return were 
expressed at the sixth internnlional geo- 
graphical congress, in.July, I. Silo, in Lon- 
don, where I debated the subject public- 
ly with Prof. Andree, niul also disciiised 
the chances with him jirivately, and he 
admitted the extreme liazarilous possi- 
bilities of Ilia project. I pointed out 
that even should he reach the pole, he 
could hardly expect to find his south 
wind continuing across the pole for 1,000 
miles as & north wind, lie expressed 
hia determination to go, and hia con- 
fidence of returning safely. 

" While I believe that Andree will 
never return, yet experience teaches us 
that miraculous things occur <laily. 

" A. W. GUI-KI.Y."

When an old mining man comes to the 
conclusion that be has made all the 
money he wants to, it is pretty safe to 
say hia fortunes cannot be written in 
less than five largo figures. Neil Mc- 
Arthur is such a man, and Angus Gal- 
braitb is another, Both are old Victor- 
ians who have been iu the Y'ukon for sev- 
eral years past, and who returned home 
yesterday morning, accompanied by 
Mr. McArthur's cousin and partner, 
Doagall McArthiir, They had been 
passengers to San Francisco by the Oom- 
mercial Company's steamer USscelsior, 
and reached here from the Bay City by 
the Walla Walla. The exact amount of 
their wealth they modestly prefer not to 
make public, but as the JMc-irthura are 
said to have taken fully one hundred 
and lilty pounds' weight of dust to San 
Francisco, it is safe to conclude that 
their dividend from the creat northern 
river ia not less than :i^75,00O. And Jlr. 
Galbraith has been eiiuully fortunate. 

Neil McArthur is one of the veteran 
miners of British Columbia. He served 
his apprenticeship in Cariboo days, and 
ho was one of the first to try for fortune 
in Oassiar. For the past eight years he 
haa been in the far North, making peri- 
odical visits home during this time, but 
never until he reached Bonanza creek 
finding gold sufficiently plentiful to 
satisfy his ambition. He went iu last 
year with Dougall McArthiir, who until 
theu had been in the employ of the truck 
and djay company ia this city. Two 
claims' were taken upend worked during 
the season, and now the elder of the two 
partners ia on his way ICaat quite satis- 
lied, the claim having yielded him 
enough money to maintain him in luxury 
the remainder of his days. Dougall 
McArthur will return to the mine in the 
spring. 

The reports that have been brought 
down of fortunes made almost in a day," 
said Mr. McArthur in conversation yes- 
torday, " are not exaguerations, though 
they must appear to be. It is the ricli- 
est mining ground in the world — and 
the biggest. Gold seekers are pouring 
in fnini every di.-ection daily, and yet 
there is no danger of it becoming over- 
crowded. There is plenty of ground for 
everyone, if only there ia f'^od enough 
for all. 'Ihat ia the difhcult question. 
As long ago as last October we had stock- 
taking, and allowed 100 pounds of flour 
per man to last until June. Naturally 
thinga were running very short before 
that time came. I and my partner made 
it a point to lay iu cur supplies for the 
entire year well ahead, untl it would be 
all right if others did tliesame. Buying 
when normal prices prevail, it does not 
coat more than $500 or so for a year's 
necessary suijplioa. But it the same 
tilings are wanted when stocks are run 
out, with no way of replenishing them, 
and famine threatens in consequence,

the winter. 

*' No one can estimate what the 
Yukon and its tributaries in Canadian 
soil will yield next year, but it will be 
something enormoas. Approximately 
I abould say over one million dollars has 
been taken out this year— and this by 
leas than two hundred ininera, all or 
almost all of whom spent nine months of 
the twelve in prospecting and about the 
other three in working their claims. Of 
the lour hundred or more claims iu the 
district I do not know of one that haa 
proved worthless. The gold ia every- 
where, but naturally labor could not be 
eni))loy(!d to help get it out. Fvery 
man wanted to go on and take Uj) claims 
of hia own. The whole country is net- 
worked with streams, and all of them 
are auriferous. By the time I was 
ready to come out, the new arrivals 
were swarming in, hundreds going by 
my cabin. 1 did not have time to hear 
how they made out, though before I 
came away good money had been found 
on Dominion and half u dozen other 
new creeks. These of course are not 
marked on the maps at present. In fact 
the country has as yet been imperfectly 
lelineated, and will be until Mr. 
Ogilvie'a new map, wliitdi is very com- 
plete, comes out this fail." 

On Dominion creek, one ol the new 
streams mentioned, the miners, accord- 
ing to Mr. iMc.Vrlhnr'a report, are get- 
ting out from $1 to the |);iii ujuvards — or 
fully i;:iOO a day — with an a[ip:irently in- 
exhaustible ground to work 011. On 
Bonan/.a creek, where the McVrtliurs 
and Cialbraith made their pile, not one 
claim out of 200 has ■ proved ii blank, 
while many contained immense fortunes. 
That of the McDonalds is an example, 
tlie face where it has beeu cut away 
showing the uuggets sticking out like 
pebbles ia a bed of gravel — literally 
thousands in sight. 

Uf the climate MoArthur has no com- 
plaint to make. It ia no colder in Daw- 
son City, he says, than in Oassiar, while 
the winter is ab3olutely windless in the 
far North, and the country is well tim- 
bered, BO that there ia an 
abundance of fuel and inatorials 
for rough but comfortable cabins. 
Order jiievails. and the i;onimunity is ou 
the whole one of the most contented ou 
the face of the globe, The treatment of 
American miners on the Canadian side 
is in strong contrast with that accorded 
Canadians when the finds in the neigh-

Every obstruction wag 
then raised, and the Americans even 
went so far as to endeavor to prevent the 
Canadian miners taking up or working 
on claims unless they lirst be.came Am- 
erican citizens. 

" Mr. McArthur's advice to the many 
who are now going in to try their luck is 
— don't fail to take with you plenty of 
supplies." 

Accordinii to Mr. McArthur, the sen- 
sible policy for Victorians to adopt in 
bidding for the trade of the Yukon is to 
develop two routea of travel — by river 
steamers on the Yukon, connecting with 
Victoria liners at St. iMichael's, for the 
fast jiassenger trade ; and py the Stick- 
een river route, for supplies. So long 
as Dyea or the White Pass ia made use 
of, the returned miner contends, Cana- 
dian goods passing througti tlie United 
States' strii) of territory, will be ham- 
pered and hindered by every ]i8tty(|uib- 
ble and contrivance known to American 
oflicialdoni. The Stickeen route, he 
holds, too, to be the moat practicable, 
while it atlbrda ingress much earlier in 
the season than itie Yukon, navigation 
seldom if ever opening on the great river 
before the '1(M\ of .June. As to the time 
occupied in going in by way of the Stick- 
een — .VIcCriuimou, ot Victoria, who went 
in last year, was, with his party, only 
twenty-eight days in going in from Tib- 
bet creek ( Dease lake) to Dawson City, 
at the junction of the Klondykoand Yu- 
kon. And this twenty-eight days includ- 
ed ten entire days occupied in building 
tlu! boat in which the trip Avas made. 

The IIootaliiKiiia river McCrimmon re- 
))ort8 broad and sate every foot of the 
way, there being no rapids or signs of 
raiiidg at any point. Besidea, Mr. Mc- 
.•Vrthnr [)oints out, this route via Teslin 
lake passes through a country whicli it- 
self is well worth looking into, whereas 
nothing of account haa ever yet been 
found in the Taku section.

" It is the Klondvke's tributaries not 
the Klondyke, aa is the general impres- 
sion, that are yielding up the gold," said 
Mr. Angus Galbraith speaking of his ex- 
periences in the cold country from which 
he returned to Victoria yeaterday. "The 
Klondyke ia a large, awift river, ruuning 
into tho Yukon. Three miles from ita 
mouth ia thoDonanza, a good sized stream 
which' empties into it, and a tributary of 
that water, and about ten miles from 
where it empties into the Klondyke ia 
tho E\ Dorado, at present the greatest 
gold producer in the North. Fifteen 
miles up from the mouth of the Klon- 
dyke is tho Hunker, into wiiich Uowa 
the Gold Bottom. 

" Early thia apring two new gold- 
yielding creeks were discovered, one 
being tho Dominion, a stream about 
fifty miles long and sixteen miles 
distant from the bead of Bonanza 
creek, bat on the opposite slope to that 
creek; and the other being the Indian 
creek, which empties into the Yukon." 

The surface proapectaof these streams, 
according to what Mr. Galbraith had 
iieard, are identical with those of the 
Kl Dorado and Bonanza when first locat- 
ed, botli returning where worked about 
25 cents to the pan. Henderson creek, 
about 2'^ miles below the month 
of Stewart river, or about six- 
ty miles from the Klondyke, 
ia Iieing worked aornewhat with similar 
success. A great many minera struck 
out for thia locality from Dawson City 
in early spring. At one time Stewart 
river waa the greatest gold producing 
stream of tho North, and aa only surface 
workings were carried on here, the indi- 
cations there for those who are now 
liunting the alluring yellow dnat are 
good. 

Though quite an elderly man, Mr, 
Galbraith aays he stood the cold well, 
and worked on his claim (No. 12, on the 

Bonanza, above the Discovery), all last 
winter. When standing outdoors when 
the thermometer registers 00 or 70 de- 
grees below zero, one haa to be careful 
that no part of his person ia expoaed to 
the frosty air. Vet in the winter min- 
ing goes on. A shaft is euuk to bed 
rock throngli the aid of fires, and the 
diggings ]irocured are washed out when 
the warm weather conies. The bedrock is 
found all shattered as if by some vol- 
canic iliaturbance, Mr. Galbraith states, 
and in the crovicea, intermixed with 
S:md and clay, is found the gold. 

On the Excelsior, the steamer which 
cDnve3ed Mr. Galbraith from St. 
Michaels to San Francisco, there 
were 36 miners, all with 
fortunes, and making up tlieao it was 
stimated— including !f250,000 belonging 
to the Alaska Commercial Company — 
there was $750,000. livery cent of this, 
.Mr. (iall)raitli aays, was taken out of 
tho El Dorado and Boiian/a. It took tho 
party six daya from the time of leaving 
DawBon City iinlil they landed at St. 
Michaels. There are four steamers ply- 
ing on tho Yukon and all they can niiike 
is tv.'o trijn a season, 'i'lieae vessels 
Mr. Galliraith iloeH not eoiisider capable 
of handling all the provi.'^iuiia wanted to 
tide over winter the crowda wliicb will 
bo ill tin Klondyke this year. 

Laat winter many minera would have 
suflered had it not been for the way 
flour had been distributed. At Dawaon 
City and in the mines around about there 
were about 3,000 people and the rations 
until the first ateamera got up the riy^r 
were very limited. Fruit was at a pre- 
inuim and other delicacies not to be had 
at all. 

Mr. Cialbraitli advises everyone going 
to tha Yukon to take in a year's pro- 
visions.

There tiro many curious industries 
in this big city, and one that ranks pre.^ 
cminout ill tho peculiar lino is a glass, 
eyo factory. It may seem strange tli at 
(hero should be a sufiBciout doniaud for, 
glass eyes to support such a faelory, es- 
peeially as it employs a number of| 
skilled workmen all tho year round. ^ 
But when one learns some of the secrcts\ 
of the trade all cause for wonder van-| 
ishes. I 

The prime reason for its existenco is| 
that a glass eye does not last more than 
a year, aud very often not more than 
six mouths. Of course this uoccssitatea 
the purcha.so of new optics every liltla 
while bj' afflicted people, and the num- 
ber of people who use theso e3'cs is sur-^ 
pjrisiugly kirgo, judged by tho yearly 
production of tho fuctoi^y. 

Five hundreil eyes are turned outil 
weekly, or about 20,000 in the year, J 
Not all of these are sold) bnt this per«| 
centage is very small. Tho unsold oneau 
are stock eyes — that is, (hey aro nsedl 
iu tho sale department of the factory orJ 
:iro st^ut to dealers throughout the coiiu->J 
try iiH samples. 

Tho prices of glass eyes vary eousid- 
orably. An ordinary ready made eyei 
costs $5, wliilo 11 made to order eye, 
Avith the pupil and cornea carefully col« 
orcd, costs nuj-whero from $10 to fSO> 
and occasionnlly as much as $50, but 
this latter price is a rare ono. Voor peo- 
ple can only afford the ready made eye, 
aud a largo unmber of these aro always 
kept in stock iu different shades of bine, 
gray tuid brown. 

Gray eyes are the most common, then 
comes blue, and 'thou brown. Black 
eyes are a myth, and tho factory has 
never luiil a call to mako one. Oph-| 
thulmio hospitals are the largest con- 
Bumers of the false eye. Theso buy in 
quantities, and naturally get tho prod-, 
uct at reduced rates. They buy the or-j 
dinary, ready mado eyes, as they are; 
used, for the most part, on. poor peoplol 
who are financially unable to be fastid»j 
ions iu tho matter of exact color. 

Tho most startling feature of the fac-, 
tory is tho cabinet in which tbo stooki 
eyes aro kept. They aro placed in l;irge| 
trays, sectioned off into tin squares, 
each square containing an eye. Blue 
eyes of many shapes and shades are inj 
ono tray, brown eyes of till kinds iu an-: 
other and gray eyes of many varieties in 
a third. 

When a purchaser comes in, ho or 
she is fitted with an eye frpm one of 
theso tray.s, and if tho buyer is content 

with the ready made articlo a duplicate 
is furnished from the stock. If tho 
made to order article is wanted, the 
Htmiiilo is sent up to tho workroomsi 
with instructious covering the minori 
changes or improvements that ciux be 
made. 

All of tho regular customers have 
Kaniplo eyes iu tho factory. This en-j 
iible.s (hem to send from a distance for, 
a duplicate, and a new eye, perfeotlyj 
fltting and of the corxeot color, is ship-j 
ped to them. . 

The reason that tho eye wears out is 
that tho action of the tear — which isl 
acid — affects the enamel, roughing thcJ 
edges and surface and causing nu irri-j 
tatioii of tho eyelids. 

There has never been a time in the 
history of tho world that artificial eyes 
did not exist. The ancient Egyptitms, 
4,000 and 5,000 years ago, wore false 
eyes of gold aud silver, aud later of cop 
Iier aud ivory. It is ou record that two 
patriotic Lntetians, when their cmintiy 
was in financial' distress, generously 
presented their golden eyes to tho pub 
lie treasury. During tho middle agosj 
porcelain sujierseded metal in tho milk- 
ing of artificial eyes, and .t century agoj 
tho glass eyo arrived. Now enamel is' 
considered to bo tho best material for 
tho work, and it is used to the exclu-| 
siou of all otlicrs. 

The process of mtiking tho eyes isj 
easily described, but tho work calls fori 
much delicate aud painstaking labor on] 
the part of seven or sight skilled work- 
men. Formerly ono man made an arti- 
ficial eye from tho crude to the fmisliedl 
Ktttte, but now tlio work is divided into' 
a number of specialties, each man per-' 
foruiiug onlv a fraction of tho wholor 
task. 

Iu its initial stage the eyo is ;i long, I 
slender stick of enamel, niadtt uf per-' 
fectly transparent and fusible flint glass;. 
Tlii.s- is placed in a crucible and exposed| 
to great heat. The globe maker places 
tho enamel over a blowpipe supplied 
•with wind, which is pumped by engine 
power into a large cylinder and stored 
under water jiresnurc. Under tho care- 
ful manipulation of the workman tlio 
enamel tube is formed into an obloiigj 
globe, just tho sizo and shape of th*, 
human eye. 
1 Next it passes iii(o (ho coloring room. ! 

A piece of colored cuiimel is placed on| 
I (he summit of tho globe, and this is 
I gently heated in a small flamo and con- 
(iiiuonsly rotated. Gradually this takes 
the form of the iris, and tiion a spot of 
darkor enamel is added to represent the 
pupil. Then this is covered by a thick 
layer of crystal to form tho cornea. 

At this stage the eyo is detached from 
tho blowpiilo and cooled, and then sent 
to tho (uittiug rooM, from which it 
emerges shaped into a small hollow 
oval with irregular edges. The cutting 
is a difficult process, us a hair's breadth 
deviation in size will mako a material 
dill'erence in tho fitting. Tho edges are 
fired aud tho eye allowed to cool slow- 
ly, this being the annealing .or temper- 
ing process, which toughens the enam- 
el and renders it less liable to broakl 
Th(( final work is (ho polishing, and 
then it is ready for the owner. . 

The coloring work is tho most deli-] 
ciito of all, as sometimes eight and nine 
colors aro •worked in. to give the correct' 
shade. — New Yorkv Cor.' WaBhingtcn

THOSE CABBIEB FIG£ONS. 

Speculation as to Whetliar They Are An- 
dree's— Pole Passed on the 
Fifteenth. 

W.\siiiXGTox, July 22.— Prof. Willis L. 
Jloore, chief of the weather bureau, was 
very much interested in the reports 
cabled from Christiania, Norway, that a 
carrier pigeon arrived yesterday bearing 
the message stamped on ita wing:. 
" North Pole, 142 W., 47.63." Profeeaor 
Jloore, although he believes that a Buf- 
ticient time baa elapsed for the report of 
ench 11 laessnge, is inclined to look upon 
the report as a canard. If tho bird had 
been freed by Aiidree ho thinks the ring 
on its foot would have been marked with 
liiB name and the message would have 
beeu eigijeil. He also poiuta out luefact 
that tlie met'sage was not dated. After 
careful consideration of atmospheric 
conditions, ho predicted that if indree 
had reached the pole the air currente 
would carry him out on almost the long- 
itude indicated. 

Witb reftard to Andree's means of lo- 
cating the pole, Prof. Bigelow, the mag- 
oetioexpprt, eaya he would unquestiou- 
a.bly use the navigator's sextant. The 
euu is always above the horiiioa at this 
lime of year, and there would be no dif- 
ficalty in getting observations. 

8T0CKU0I.M, July 22.-^The Aftoablat, 
wbich has close relations with Herr An- 
dree, saye that Andree conld not have 
dispatcbed the pigeons recently caught 
in the neighborhood of Soevde, and 
near TroiiiBoe island, because it waa ar- 
ranged that his pigeons should be niark- 
e<l with the words, "Andree e.x;pedition, 
A.D. 1S<I7." 

Dr. Ekhola, who was associated witii 
.S-ndree in the jirojected balloon expedi- 
tion of laBt year, does not believe the 
carrier pigeon caught on Tuesday in the 
neighborho'Hl of Soevde, in Kigyike, 
with a silver ring on one of its feet, and 
the ineBsage, " North pole, 112 W., 
47.112," on its wing, is one of Andree's 
pigeons. He says Andree's pigeons do 
not wear silver rings on their le^s. and 
tbey have " Andree" stamped on their 
win'ge. Moreover, he ia confident that 
Andree would not send such an obscuie 
message.

Probable Customs Ai'rauffeineuts 011 

JJoth Sides of the liiter- 
' national Line. 



The following is from -the Seattle 
Times of July 22nd : 

Mr, Chaa. H.Lugrin.ot Victoria, B.C , 
editor of the Victoria Colonist, dropped 
into Seattle this moruing and. gave the 
Times a most newsy talk on the Klon- 
dyke. . Blr. Lugrin is here on business, 
but found time to call upon his news- 
paper friends early in the day. .Siid 
the editor in a general talk : 

"The excitement in Victoria is in- 
tense, Everythint; ia Klondyke, Klon- 
dyke. Many people will go, and the 
Victoria merchants expect to get the 
lion's Hlmro of the outfitting trade, on 
account of the duty which the Canadian 
guveiuuieut propoaea to collecL. And 
that is something which the Seattle 
merchants should look into. There 
will be a Canadian customs oflicer on all 
passes which cross the line within ten 
days from to-day. I cannot give you the 
cusloins duties on outfits goinij iato the 
Canadian Yukon, nor do I know what 
articles are exempt. 

"I can tell you Bomcthing about the 
passes. The White pass is open for the 
transportation of goods. It is a graded 
trail from Scagway bay, five miles eouth 
of Dyea, to the summit, a distance of six- 
teen mi les. From the summit to Windy 
arm, on Tagish lake, there ia a bla/.ed 
trail through opsh and level country. A 
pack train cau reach Tagish lake from 
Scagway bay in less than two days. Tag- 
ish bay ia the head of the Lewis fork 
of the Yukon river. The trail was made 
by the British Yukon Company, and 
there are a number of horsea at the bay 
for carrying. 

" Another route, which ia occupying 
much attention at VictoMa, ia that by 
the Stickeeu river, wliich ia navigable to 
Telegraph creek, 148 miles from the sea. 
Froiu there to Lake Teslin ia 150 miles, 
and John Callbreath, surveyor, has been 
over the route this spring. His report 
reached Victoria yesterday. The trail is 
entirely feasible, and a deputation of 
Victoria business men was to wait on 
the provincial government to-day to urne 
an expense of $25,000, or whatever more 
may ^6 necessary, to put the trail in 
Bbape." 

When asked if be thought the gold 
output of Alaska would be a lasting one, 
Mr. Lugriii promptly leplied in the 
atlirmati ve. 

" 1 think it will be permanent for this 
reason; Dr. Dawson, of the Dominion 
Geological Survey, who foretold the 
wealth of the Kootenay and the deep 
placers of the Cariboo, says that on all 
the streams of the Canadian Yukon, 
which include one thousand niilea oi 
navigable water, with innumerable tri- 
butaries, gold is found in more or less 
paying quantities. Hia reports are con- 
liriiied by Ogilvie and by others. 1):. 
UawBou saya that from the point where 
the Yukon river crosses the 141st meri- 
dian to the Cassiar, in British Columbia, 
the ground is substantially uniform and 
auriferous, or gold-bearing." 

Wlieu asked aa to the amonnt and ex- 
tent of land a miner could claim, Mr. 
Lugrin said : 

"I do not know definitely, but my 
general knowledge of it is pretty near 
the truth. A dry digging is 100 feet 
sriuare. \ bench digging is 101) feel 
square. A stream digging is 500 foet 
long and from bank to bank, providing 
it does not go more than 100 feet in 
width. 

" 1 will tell yon one more important 
fact. The outlet ol Lake Teslin is the 
llootalinqua river, in which there ia four 
feet of water at the driest season of the 
year, and a steamer can run from the 
head of the lake to Behring Sea, a dis- 
tance of probably 2,500 miles, without 
interruption. A railway company has 
been organized to conatrnct a line from 
Telegraph creek to Teslin lake." 

Mr, Lugrin's remark abontcustom du- 
ties led the Times to make an investiga- 
tion of tie matter for the benefit of its 
reader", an account of which will be 
found in another column of this issue. 

Following is the matter referred to in 
the Inst preceding paragraph : 

Kvery pound of goods going into the 
Klondyke gold fields will be subject to a 
duty by the Catiatlian government. 
There ia practically no exception, and 
the duly comes below 20 per cent, on 
but few articles. On most of the goods 
such as a miner would take in the duty 
is from 'AO to 35 per cent, and in several 
instances higher. Two inspectors uf the 
Canadian customs service have gone 
North and within ten daya from to-day 
will have eatablished themsHlvea on the 
|)aHS that leads from Dyei into the 
^■ukoIl country. The numbe- of these 
inspectorB will be increased as tho tradic 
deuuu-ds, and asHiatanco in the collec- 
tion of (lutiua will be given by the 
.Mtiiin od Police now in tho Northwest 
Tei ritory. Tiie Canadian government is 
tern Illy 111 earnest over this duty ques- 
tion, and it will be very difficult to gel 
goods into the Yukon country without 
paying the duty. 

The British and Canadian miners and 
prospectors going to the Yukon will have 
a similar trouble to faoe in the shape of 
an equal duty charged by the United 
.States at Dyea, where the Britisher has 
to go through several miles of American 
territory. Deputy Collector Theodore P. 
ChriHliaii, who baa charge of the local 
cuBtoni house during the iiljeencu from 
the city of Deputy Collector McDonald, 
Wiia seen this morning regarding the 
possibility of getting goods bought in 
Victoria or oilier British Columbia 
towDB through to the Yukon country 
without paying any duty. Mr. Christian 
said : 

Goods purchased in Canada and 
landed at Dyea or :uiy other port on the 
Alaskan coast in United States leriitory 
will he unhject to a United States duty 
of an etiuul percentage with Odtaadian 
duties, unless there is aotne responsible 
transportation company who will pv^ip 
a big bond that the goods will be earned 
through the country. There is no trans- 
portation conipany that carries passen- 
gers and freight over the pass from Dyea, 
so the goods could not be sent through 
in bond. 

"The only way the duty could be 



evaded would be to pay the expenses of 
a government inspector to follow up 
every lot of goods and see that it was 
taken over the line. This, however, 
would be more expensive than paving 
the duty. As soon aa there is a trans- 
portation company across the divide and 
down the Yukon the goods Can be sent 
in bond.

On this matter being brought to the 
attention of Captain John Irving, of the 
0. P. N. Company, ho at once decided to 
go to Seattle and arrange to give aucii a 
bond as the deputy collector thinks 
would meet the requirements of the case. 
The 0. P. N. Company will then be in a 
position to take miners and their Cana- 
dian outlits into the Yukon waters with- 
out tlie payment of any duty or being at 
any expenae whatever for a United States 
customs house escort. 

Hon. Mr. Tumor telegraphed to the 
acting premier, Sir Richard Cartwright, 
to have arrungeuieiHs luado by which 
the Islander, afier calling at Juneau, 
can discharge on Lynn canal, and this 
morning received a reply to the effect 
that the subject had been brought under 
the attention of tho British ambassador 
at Washington with the request that he 
would act immediately.

— The trial of 
Captain Boitchell', ex-aide-de-camp to 
Prince Perdinand of. Bulgaria, and hia 
accomplice, for the murder ol Anna 
Shimmon, Prince Boitcheff's mistress, 
was continued to-day. Intense interest 
ia taken in the trial, and daily fights 
for ndiuisaion to the court room take 
place. 

BoitchefT to-day wns dressed in the 
latest fashion. Ilia mouBlache waa 
waxed, he wore yellow gloves, and in 
his breast were a number of decorations 
and a medal for bravery. Ilia manner 
was seU-conBciouB and vain. His young 
wife waa attired in a striking summer 
toilette and nodded and smiled to friends 
in the court room. BoitchclT gave his 
evidence gaily and wittily. He denied 
all the cburgea made against him and de 
clared that it was untrue that the Prince 
had asked that Anna Bharamon be got 
rid of. He admitted in the couraeoi his 
examination that he had asked his aa 
complice, Novelich, te lock the girl np 
and ho supposed that Novelich killed 
her because she tried to escape. Per- 
haps Novelich thought he waa doing him 
a service in making away with the girl. 
Novelich, who accused Boilcheil' of the 
actual murder, continually made the 
sign of the cross during the examination 
of Boitcheff.

Oregon's the Best on Record-Rains Destroy 
Much Grain in Minnesota. 

PoiiTDASD, Or,, July 22.— Advices from 
every wheat growing county in Oregon 
show that the wheat crop will ba the 
largest in the history of tho state. 
Eastern Oregon, it ia estimated, will pro- 
duce approximately 11,500,000 bushelp, 
while the Western Oregon crop will 
amount to about ti, 500,000, making a 
total of 18,000,000 bushels for the state. 
Harvesting baa commenced in alinobt 
every section of the stale, and tho wheat 
appears to be of excelle'nt quality. 

Ad.i, Minn., July 22. — Long continued 
rains, coming at the time when the 
Kround was thoroughly soaked, have 
fiooded half of Normao' county. The 
grain that was wovinp four feet high ia 
now under water. The water rose so 
rapidly at Ada that people were rescued 
in boats, The damage amounts to a 
terrible disaster, and is especially severe 
on farmers, who had trouble last year 
from Hoods.
